“AN AGE IS DYING.” 


” In Europe,” says the new British ambassador, 
Sir Auckland Geddes, “we know that an age is 
dying.” 
t, if true, as we agree that it is trite, is a 


| tremeéndous truth which ought to direct and con- 


trel the thought of all responsible statesmen. 
Sir Auckland remarks that “here it would be 
easy to miss the sign of coming change,” and yet, 
it seems to that in some important respects 


. American ft He shows a more practical recog- 


nition of this truth than Kuropean policy. It is 
American rather than European ideas that have 
broken ground in an attempt to reconstruct inter- 
national relations. 


But Sir Auckland was thinking, we gather, less 
of changes in international organization than 
of deeper and more vital changes in the social 
&24 economic structure of all western civilization. 
The force bringing these deeper changes he calls 
“a realization of the aimlessness of life lived to 
labor and to die, having achieved nothing but 
avoidance of starvation and the birth of children 
also doomed to the weary treadmill.” 


This is not a new force or a new realization. 


“We call it democracy, and its increasing influence 


wag the most certain fact in the world from at 
least the moment that Gutenberg invented movable 
type. Knowledge, which the printed page brings 
to the mass of men in the western world, brought 
wider possibilities of life within the consciousness 
of millions, and with that consciousness new de- 
sires, new hopes, new aspirations. That is democ- 
racy, the sense of the individual of his own powers 
and potentialities, and the fixed though often 
vague determination to escape from servitude to 
nature and taghuman rule imposed ‘under sanc- 
tions beyond the reach of common men. 


The age that is dying is not the age that began 
with Gutenberg. It survives in institutions almost 


‘completely disposed of by the recurrent shocks of 


the later centuries. It survives in modes of thought 
and emotions which chiefly gave these institutions 


their validity, and which, as we now realize with 


wonder and some alarm, are fading swiftly out of 


man's life. 


There is in America the same challenge of 
our dominant conceptions of social relations. 
Radical ideas in Europe pass beyond the stage 


“represented by present day America, and in 


this respect we must share with Europe in a 


' struggle which in its extreme form challenges 


what has been assumed in America as in Europe 
to be the bases and essentials of civilized society. 


We see a new organization of brute force, basing 
itself on the most ignorant and least advanced, 
seizing power at a time when we had hoped the 
progress of our society wag finding a firm footing 
on reason and justice. 

We see conceptions such as that of the right of 
private property attacked in spite of the experience 
which has approved it through the course of :nan’s 
development. We see respect for the individual's 
liberty of self-hem and self-advancement infringed 
by ideas or new forms of collective control 
and the ideal of equality seeking to force itself 
upon society by mechanical means which are 
only_.»ld forms of tyranny with new names. We 
obsefve a destructive private irresponsibility and 
vague, though intense, revolt combined with the 
impulse of mutual domination. We find limitless 
claims of the individual combined with the sternest 


attempt to chain the individual in the name of | 


the individual’s freedom and progress. 

Whether we.ii America are in a better state to 
come through the ordeal than Europe we ¢annot 
confidently assert. If our acceptance of what may 
be sound in the new effort may be easier, we must 
consider that we have probably less appreciation 
of the abiding worth of old forms and conceptions. 
We are in danger of the spirit of “easy come, easy 
go,” and, like the inheritors of great wealth, may 
place too little value on what our forbears won in 
trial and tribulation. 

Our main must be founded on the fact 
that the underlying impulse for the betterment 
and enlargement of human life is a noble and 
vitalizing one, and we can only pray that our in- 
telligence will prove sufficient to prevent it from 
defeating ftself and to direct it wisely in the 
path of real progress. . 


A COVENANT CONUNDRUM. 
One of the important questions arising ynder 


“the league of nations covenant is what law shall 


govern under a mandate. 

For example, the treasurer of the Australian 
commonwealth complains that Japan, having failed 
at Paris to establish its principle of nondiscrimina- 
tion, is now apparently blocking the mandate to 
the Australian government for the Pacific islands 
because it holds that would carry the right to re- 
strict immigration. 

This raises the question we referred to. When 
a nation receives a mandate from the league, is it 
thereupon authorized to impose its own laws on 
the territory taken? There is provision that tho 
mandatory shall account to the league from time 
to time, but this is not a very definite limitation. 
Tf a mandatory may impose its own laws and poll- 
clés on a territory, the difference between the 
status of the latter and that of a possession would 
geerm to be rather slight. , 

This is not a question solely between the nation 
receiving the mandate and the people taken over.

The publicity it offers is never 
dangerous and frequently profitable. * |

_ vice is an ugly customer to tackle. The man who 
does tackle it may expect in his prospects anything 
from a brickbat to a framed case, against his 
morals. He may be shot, or he may have a wan-

gerous. 
| It is safe to inveigh against short skirts, cigaret 
smoking women, bare legs on the stage, improper 
dances, prize fighting, prize fight films, beer drink- 
ing, one piece bathing suits, various amusements, 


etc. There is an audience ready to applaud.| 


| Newspapers are ready to publish. . If a reformer 
says that humanity is going to the devil via the 
bathing beach, the dance hall, or the moving pic- 
ture theater, the consequences of the attack are 
prominent, pleasant, and futile. 


If a reformer attacks a politician or a successful 
criminal, the consequences may be startling. 
When a reformer digs down into the fundamentals 
he: interests nobody but the vicious, but he inter- 
ests the vicious exceedingly. 

When a reformer attacks a book, a play, a 
movie, a piece of clothing, the use of cosmetics or 
nicotine, he is on safe ground. That may be why 
ninety-nine will be vociferous about superficialities 
where one will be in earnest about realities. 

Reform is safe and inspiring when it deals with 

the lapse of a respectable person. If a man’s 
weakness has involved him in trouble, superficial 
reform has a triumph. The man is helpless. His 
offense may have touched lightly the solidity of 
community welfare, but he is gone. If a man’s 
strength in vice is ripping up community founda- 
tions, he is safe and reforming is dangerous. 
» The easier way is well lighted. It gets to noth. 
ing but print and flashlights. The other wdy is 
dangerous, but unless men will take it a com- 
munity is badly off. 


The seventy-three army trucks which made a 
test trip from Washington to the Pacific coast last 
year have brought back a load of valuable infor- 
mation and sound advice. The war department,

Such a system would open up and develop 
sparsely settled regions. It would improve our op- 
portunities for trade and travel. Not least, it 
would give an irvaluable supplementary transpor- 
tation system when railroads are overcongestsd

To such an extent has rural sentiment on good 
roads changed in the last few years that the constitu- 
tional convention adopts a section providing for what 
‘amounts to the building of roads by special asses<- 
ment. Assessing landowners for the cost of improv- 
ing roads would have been about as popular in i910 
as assessing them for providing Hessian fly incubacors 
and chinch bug propagation plants. 

Under the sections adopted supervisors may assess 
all property in the county not more than 75 cents on 
the $100 valuation for building roads, or roads may 
be built on the petition of a majority of the property 
owners in a certain district and the cost divided 
among those who will benefit. 

A fight against both propositions is likely to be 
made by the mud roads “last ditchers’”’ when the 
constitution comes up for adoption. Former Gov. 
Fifer, who opposed the bond issue and whose ideas on 
roads remain practically the same as when he held 
office in the middle ‘80s, opposed the road sections 
in the convention. But just as the hard surfaced 
county roads in Vermilion county stimulated road 
building in the several townships, so the people are 
certain to demand an arterial system of improved 
‘roads connecting with the state roads soon to be built. 
Had construction of these roads been started on a 
large scale the centitw.wnae: provisions would be 
certain to fare better at the hands of the people next 
November. It is not certain; however, that they will 
be lost.

_NE of the revelations of the draft 
was the difference in the prev- 
alence of goiter in the different 
sections of the United States. The 

text books on medicire all speak of “‘the 
regions where goiter w prevalent.” Some 
go farther and name Switzerland, Italy, 
France, Great Britain, Spain and Sweden 
as the countries whue goiter abounds. 
Especially do they rafer to certain can- 
tons in Switzerland where goiter and 
the related conditions—myxedema and 
cretinism—seem to be almost universal. 


There has been a tendency to think 
none of this applied to us. The draft 
showed us that Washington, D. C., ¢he 
Pacific northwest and the states border 
ing the great lakes wére our great goiter 
belts and that the south and south- 
west were almost free from the disease. 
If this information started a tide of 
health seekers to the favored regions I 
have not heard of it. Many thousand 
people annually pull up from their fami- 
lies and homes and move to the dry sun- 
shine country of the southwest in order 
to get over consumption or to live in- 
definitely in spite of the disease. Per- 
haps some day people with goiter will mi- 
grate in the same way. 

But the information as to the distri- 
bution of goiter now available is very 


| scanty. Perhaps the tides of migration 


will start up when other reports have 
established the relative freedom of cer- 
tain sections at least more firmly than 
they now are, and when the information 
becomes general. It may not come until 
the public understands which forms of 
goiter are ‘very disabling, which tend to 
destroy life and which need not be given 
much thought. Perhaps by that time 
we may know so much about the disease 
that the migration-cure and migration- 
preventive may never come into vogwe. 

As an ald towards that end we have a 
study of the distribution of goiter in 
West Virginia by Mayo Tolman. In 1918 
60 per cent of the physicians of that state 
responded to a request from the state 
board of health that they report their 
cases of goiter. The rep>rt showed that 
the prevalence of the disease was very 
uneven. It was most abundant along 
the streams. The sections underlaid by 
coal] strata had most of it. Those under- 
laid by limestone had very little. 

He suggests as a line of investigation 
by scientists that the vapors arising from 
waters and the fogs from the ground in 
what may be termed goiter regions be 
examined spectroscopically. Examina- 
tions of the soil in different sections of 
the country have shown that in places 
} some radium is emanpted. Tolman’s 
thought is that in these goiter regions 
the spectroscope might :how some caus- 
ative chemical fn the vapors. It has been 
proven that very small ¢émounts of iodine

M. L. W. writes: “ Several years ago 
my aunt gave me a formula for an eye 
wash she has sued for years. She said 
it is a simple home remedy for tired eyes 
arid it was the regular use of this wash 
which kept her from wearing glasses. I 
feel that I need this wash again, and as 
I have forgotten just exactly what it 
is, turn to you for help. I believe it was, 
to one quart of boiled water add two 
teaspoonfuls of camphor and two or 
three teaspoonfuls of borax.” 


REPLY. ° 
Most eyewashes are solutions borax in 
water: There is no objection to the borax. 
It would be all right to use a quart mixture 
containing two teaspoonfuls of camphor 
water. Were’ you to use two teaspoonfuls 
of spirits of camphor the mixture would be 
too irritating for most people. Such 4 mix- 
ture would contain twelve grains of gum 
camphor to the quart, whereas eamphor water 
undiluted only contains eight. In all prob- 
ability the mixture would not,be clear. Do 
not understand this as being an indorsement 
of eyewashes for tired eyes. The tears are 
the best eyewash. For fatigue wash the face 
in cold or hot water. However, eyewashes are 
harmless.

With the special hitching devices 
the tractor is being: called upon to 
plow, prepare the seed bed, and drill 
the seeding, all in ane operation. The 
job of discing, harrowing, and drilling 
is easy for the tractor, and it is possi- 
ble to hitch up several discs or har- 
rows so that the work may be com- 
pleted in much less time. 

The hitch probably most used 
utilizing the surplus power of t 
tractor is the one required in addin 
a harrow to the plowing outfit. Th 
hitch is used in connection wtih a tw 
bottom piow. It is made of 2x4 hard- 
wood and is attached to the plow 
beams by means of U-bolts. It is set 
to extend over the furrow just turned. 
Holes are bored at the outer end of 
this supplementary drawbar/! to per- 
mit adjustment of the trailing harrow. 
A cable from the front end of the beam 
to the right end of the tractor drawbar 
greatly strengthens the assembly. By 
this method the moist earth is pulver- 
ized as soon as it is turned and it is 
done under the same operation expense

row is replaced by a tongue, 

Another hitch commonly used by 
grain farmers, particularly in Canada, 
is here illustrated showing how the 
seed bed is prepared with discs and 
harrows and the seeding is done all in 
one operation. The three disc harrows 
come first, then five drag harrows, 
and these are followed by three eight 
foot grain drills, a total of eleven im- 
plements being drawn by one tractor. 

There is another arrangement where 
two special side arms are used to 
pull a disc harrow on each side. Then 
a third harrow is attached to the 
draw bar of the tractor is fol- 
lowed by a set of peg harrows. In this 
manner the ground is prepared for the 
seed in one operation. Turning in the 
field is easily done with this type of 
hitch and tests have shown it to be 
practical.
